I'licir transactions have been made quietly, 
imt they have been busy The volume of 
purchases has not been large enough to 
cause any immediate haste on the part of 
manufacturers to secure leather, for their 
takings are in about the same quantities 
as heretofore, enough to nit et current

The continuance of the weather condi- 
tions of Hie past several Weeks lias the 
same influence on retail trade The cir- 
cumstance* are more like spring than mid- 
winter, and were spring lini' open they 
would lie in demand. The -ale of rubbers 
lias been much affected, and as fur over- 
shoes there is little market in Ihe large 
centres. However, the winter season is 
not yet over, and some surprises may be 
encountered before the Easter openings. 

Indica’ions seem to promise a business 
this spring and summer in white goods. 
Ordinarily i he summer trade does not fully 
develop until July or even laler. but manu- 
facturers are preparing for a demand for 
wiiite boots in the early summer 

This adoption of a w hite boot iu leather 
or fabric is a decided innovation, as lutli-

It was not so long ago that the shoe 
manufacturers were thankful for the 
“Bronze” shoe, and the fad tided them 
over an otherwise .lull period; now, the 
velvet-top is taking their place ami some 
shoe men think it w illjias* from view in 
tiie same way. The velvet boot has been 
a popular seller: it lias held on longer 
than some expected, but tin longer it 
holds on the quicker will fie tiie end, for 
the velvet is not substantial enough to 
properly support the foot and preserve 
that trim shape shown in the new boot. 
The velvet boot ha- gone every where, ha* 
been bought by mistresses and maids, 
with the result that it receives some long 
and vigorous wear, ami then the weakness 
crops out and that settles it. 

The black suede boot wa- a forerunner 
of the velvet boot, but tiie latter ran bv 
the former.

The specific action of lime in promoting 
plant growth is not well understoood. 
Lime has a tendency to make clay soil 
more open, porous and friable and reduces 
their tendeuey to puddle. When treated 
with lime loose sandy soils are made more 
compact. Lime supplies food for plants, 
and at the same time it has a most effec- 
tive influence in aiding the soil to grow 
crops that could not otherwise thrive on 
the laud. 

Lime encourages the growth of clover, 
and clover improves the soil and provides 
a valuable hay crop. Clover plowed under 
the second year makes the best corn crop, 
and so on.

there xxa* no college in New England to 
which hi- pupils could not coutldcntly tic 
presented, lie gave of his scholarship 
and hi* time and himself in the most un- 
stinted measure. Many of the pedagogi- 
cal methods xx hich came in iti the eighties 
and later, in our great cities ami vxitli our 
noted schools and famous teachers, lie 
was practicing 20 year- earlier in tlie six- 
ties in the little sehoolhouse opposite the 
Old North Church and in the Old Town 
Hall up iu the woods. Whatever may 
have been the output of the school in 
other years of its history, there surely 
came from it iu the days of Mr. Ferris a 
product which lias worthily home the 
responsibilities of the community, tlie 
town, the church, tlie state and the nation, 
for from his hands went a noteworthy 
body of boys and girls who made their 
marks as preachers, as scholars, as 
teachers, as business ineu, and as states- 
men, a roll which, if it were proper, it 
might be worth xxliile to call. Although 
he laid dow n tile badge of his otliee and 
left this town more than 4."> years ago, it 
is yet lining that this tribute should be 
paid to his memory in the community 
which received so much from him. Itis 
only the long delayed payment of a debt 
from oue who feels that, in about all that 
he has been able to do in the world, the 
stimulus came from tlie great schoolmas- 
ter xx hose life he alxvays respected ami 
w hose memory he honors.

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HIGH SCHOOL NOTES . 


"I never did but one good act iu iuy 
lil'e." said the old counterfeiter. “There 
xvasu't much credit in it to me. but it 
xvas productive of a lot of happiness tc 
others. It occurred many years ago 
it ml as I am noxx a very old man and 
have a very long, troubled life to look 
back upon, including several terms in 
the penitentiary, it stands out from tlie 
rc-t of my acts in odd contrast. 

“It xvas in the summer of 1S7>9 that 
several of us got together in a north 
ern city and manufactured a number 
of txventy dollar counterfeit lulls.

“‘Whitt’s the matter, boy?’ I asked. 

“ ‘Mars' done gone lose me to a nig- 
gah trader. Ma wife an’ pickaninnies 
won't neblier see mo no mo'.' 

“I found that his master, a planter, 
hail taken him to Cairo as his body 
servant, xvas returning, liad lost all 
the money he had wit li him at cards, 
staked his darky and lost him too. 

I went into the cabin, xv here the plant- 
er and t he trader were settling up. 
tbe planter being at the moment occu- 
pied in making out a bill of sale for 
the slave. 

“ ‘I beg your pardon, sir,’ I said to 
tlie planter. ‘On account of my voca- 
tion I am opposed, of course, to gam- 
bling iu any form, but I dislike ex- 
ceedingly the separation of families. 

I understand that you have lost your 
negro. I would be pleased to lend you 
the money to w in him back.’ 

“The gentleman accepted the offer 
I brought out some uexv, crisp bills 
just from the press, and tlie gains 
started anew. It was euchre. I soon 
saxv that tlie gambler could go on 
winning from the trader all day if h* 
liked, for the former was perpetrating 
oue of tlie commonest tricks on him— 
that is, 'turning jack.’ In other words, 
when lie dealt lie would always turn 
up a knave for himself. Seeing this 
and other cheating. I interfered. 1 
told him that 1 had learned the game 
before becoming a clergyman and in- 
sisted on taking the planter's place. 
Since I was backing the latter he was 
obliged to yield to me in the matter, 
which lie did xvith a bad grace. 

“I liad not only learned the game 
'before becoming a clergyman,’ but 
all the tricks that went xvith it and 
many other games. I xvalked into that 
card sharper in a way that opened his 
eyes. The negro at stake had follow- 
ed me into tile cabin and was standing 
watching the game with bulging eyes. 
It xvas hard for me to keep a straight

The 
negro trader was not a professional 
card sharper, tiinugh he didn't hesitate 
to cheat the planter, and never dream- 
ed that the somber man before him in 
a spotless xvhite necktie was placing 
the cards exactly where he wanted 
them. 

“Of course I soon xvon the darky 
for his master. Then 1 arose from tlie 
table, delivered a homily on the sin of 
gambling and returned to tlie guards. 
I was followed by the planter, who 
said to me: 

“ 'I’e'mit me. sub, to say to yo' that 
yo're the first man of tlie cloth t hat 
lias cveli obtained my unbounded re- 
spect. suh. Yo' have saved my boy.

Christmas In 
A Scotch City 


Glnsfroxv. th«* commercial metropolis of ’ 
Scotland, xvith its xvell uish miiliou 111 
habitunts. can be chosen as an interest- 
ing illustration of t lie manner in which 
one-fourth of the people of the country 
speud the holidays. Many days before 
the store fronts on Argyll street— n 
thoroughfare as busy as any iu the 
laud -are gayly and profusely deco- 
rated xvith holly aud evergreens. Above 
nearly every entrance signs of wel- 
come and the compliments of the sea- 
son are exhibited in holly leaves. On 
Christmas eve the stores keep open 
late. Either side of the thoroughfare 
is a mass of blazing, cheerful light, 
and there is a moving mass of human- 
ity between. But when the stores 
close they close until boxing day All 
the working people now get their 
Christmas holiday. 

On Christmas forenoon the lord pro- 
vost or mayor presides nt tlu* annual 
meeting and breakfast given by the 
directors at tile royal infirmary. His 
lordship makes a speech, after which 
there is a distribution of good tilings 
to all the patients in the large institu- 
tion Then he visits sundry other in- 
stitutions for the care of tlu* sick and 
poor, xv here there are Christmas treeing 
and feasting. By tlu* xvay. Christmas 
day is one of the lord provost’s busiest 
days. At 2 o’clock, according to an- 
nual custom for years pnst. he pre- 
sides at the annual dinner given to 
from 5.000 to G .000 poor men. women 
and children in t lie city hall. Albion 
l street. His lordship and the city 
1 magistrates occupy the stage and take 
dinner xvith tlu* poor. During the re- 
past. which consists of soup. beef, an 
entree, plum pudding, tea or coffee and 
fruit, stirring Scotch airs are played 
on the big organ by the city orgnnlst. 
At the close his lordship makes a 
speech, which Is reported verbatim in 
the newspapers, it Is usually a mas- 
terly production. 

Outxvardly tlu* aspect of the city 
resembles that of Sunday. Neverthe- 
less thousands of people are moving 
about. The myriad of riveters in the 
I miles of shipbuilding yards along the 
. Clyde have come to the city xvith their 
j wives and families and are attending 
' tlie matinees or evening pantomime 
performances that have already been 
J running. These pantomimes are a fea- 
ture of city life in Scotland during 
the winter. Usually three open at 
| the big theaters in Glasgow Christmas 
| eve. They are rehearsed for weeks 
! before. The playwright usually chooses 
as his theme a fairy tale. “Jack the 
j Giant Killer.” “All Baba and tbe For- 
! ty Thieves" and “Aladdin and t lie 
1 Wonderful Lamp" have been favorite 
themes. As a rule, the playwright re- 
tains enough of the tale so that the 
\ young folks can recognize the char- 
1 aeters. hut taken altogether tlu* pro- 
duction becomes really a dramatic 
burlesque of local life and character, 
j interesting, entertaining and even eie- 
I vating to old and young. Actors and 
J actresses of renown take the leading 
: parts, xviiile there are dazzling eos- 
[ tunics, magnificent scenery and a gor 
! geous ballet thrown In. No xvonder 
l it is that often until the middle of 
j spring the pantomimes enjoy a con- 
' tinuous run Latterly they become 
i in a sense classics, for tlioir libretti 
undergo xvoekly improvement at the 
suggestion of local wits noted for the 
; pungency of their sayings and the 
j fund of dry Scotch humor they pos- 
1 sess. It is no exaggeration to say that 
these pantomimes are visited by some 
persons each night nil the season 
through and by others fully a score of 
times. 

Then there is the usual exodus of 
young men to the country nt Christ- 
mastide. It is a common saying among 
Scotchmen that nil roads lead to Lon- 
don. This is changed to Glasgoxv in 
some cases. There is scarcely a fam- 
ily of not** in tin* Highlands that lias 
not a son at the universities of Glas- 
goxv or Edinburgh studying for the 
professions of laxv. medicine, tin* pul 
pit. the army or the home or foreign 
civil service. With what hope and 
pride tlu* advent of the young student 
Is looked for at the little railroad sta- 
tion up in tlu* mountains on Christ- 
mas eve or morning! If he lives on 
an estate the next day lie is given a 
side by his rustic countrymen In their 
annual Christmas day football match 
The game is usually a stoutly contest- 
ed one. umpired and refereed by the 
laird and heads of ttie estate. At the 
corner of the field is placed a cask of 
good Scotch ale. from which the play 
ers regale themselves at half time 
Then Hie game resumes, and the sec- 
ond half is fast and furious. Around 
the ropes are the young xvoniou of tin* 
estate looking on with pleasure and 
| discussing their choices in the dunce 
list of tlie evening. -Brooklyn Eagle.

“Back to the Farm" is getting to be a 
universal cry ami New England made the 
largest move along that line for many 
years, in 1910. The corn exhibit at Wor- 
cester w as one of the best shows in the 
country and it was demonstrated that 
there can as much per acre tie raised in 
Massachusetts as on the broad praires of 
the west, and the fruit display in Boston 
which followed it was another demon- 
stration of New England’s producing ca- 
pacity. In fact our climate and soil will 
produc a larger variety than any other 
section of the countrv. and the general 
trend is to do more in 11*11 than was done 
the previous year Weymouth ought to 
have a good part ill the general uplift, 
liaise the stuff and keep the money in 
town. 

Feed the peach and apple trees. They 
cannot live on nothing. 

Don't drive upon t In- meadow when it 
is soft, and lie sure and keep the cattle off 
of it. 

It's almost time to make up your mind 
again whet her yon will start a hotbed, 
and maybe set a hen 

It is useless to attempt to raise early 
chickens for the market unless you have 
provided h place to care for them. 

Take a few of your best layers out of 
tlie main house and keep them in a place 
by themselves with the best inale bird 
you can get. The eggs from these hens 
will lie your stock for the chicks that are 
to lie. Get up a little higher this year. 

High values for land aud high prices 
for products are not the most important 
tilings in agricultural progress. They 
show better tilings for the farmers aud 
progress can not lie attained without 
them, lint tlie real foui elation of perma- 
nent agricultural prosperity must rest in 
the intelligence of the fanners 

It is not more land, hut more fertile 
land, that should tie tlie ambition of 
every American farmer. The only solu- 
tion of successful future farming is in 
the increased fertility of the soil! It 
must he made more fertile— future human 
food supply depends upon it. 

l’aint tlie outside «f the buildings in 
tlie autumn after the hot weather is past 
or in the winter. Oil paint, under cold, 
hardens so as to he much inure durable 
than when it dries under heat. 

(’arrant- may tie most relied on of any 
small fruit for a crop, if kept free from 
the currant worm. Early application of 
helebore powder will destroy this pest, 
and a good crop is almost sure to follow. 
Remaining on the hushes from two to 
three weeks, they give better opportunity 
to market than most berries and gener- 
ally tiring a good price. 

Tlie nation's capital is in the midst of a 
crusade for clean milk and the authorities 
having made a clean-up of tuberculosis 
cows, are endeavoring to impress upon 
tiie people the truth of the arguments 
produced by the Department of Agricul- 
ture that the goat is the poor man’s cow 
and that it should be more widely cultiva- 
ted, for it is not a victim of tuberculosis 
and for that reason it furnishes good 
liquid diet for the baby. 

High prices may relieve linancial strin- 
gency, hut they alone can not make the 
permanently successful agriculture. En- 
lightened economical production is the 
only thing tiiat can do this aud this ques- 
tion is tin: most important one confront- 
ing tiie American farmer today. High 
prices are to he desired when conditions 
warrant, hut they can not lie depended 
upon and a low cost of prodnetion is the 
means offered the farmer for continued 
prosperity — Kansas Farmer. 

Fear of using the knife too much on 
young trees is often the cause of great 
damage w hen tlie trees are older Good 
judgement in pruning when young will so 
shape tlie tree that the necessity of re- 
moving larger limbs at a later time will 
be obviated. Frequently, when loaded 
witlt fruit, it is impossible to work near 
the tree w ith a team. The saw must theD 
be used, leaving a wound tiiat will not 
heal aud which eventually becomes tlie 
seat of decay. 

This is the season, too, for studying 
plantations and marking for removal 
trees which are injuring their more valu- 
able neighbors. No tree can attain its 
full statue or its noblest expression or 
have a reasonable hope of longevity un- 
less it is exposed to tlie influence of air 
and sunshine. 

The farmer who has corn will feed it, 
and has faith iu it. He knows that com 
is the greatest blessing the farmer has 
and that all classes of stock relish it, yet 
it would be well for farmers to consider 
that while corn has no superior for fat- 
tening the stock it is Dot a suitable food 
fur producing eggs, unless used with 
other foods. As the winter is fully on 
and the weather is cold, corn will warm 
the bodies of tiie fowls and greatly assist 
in egg production, ('orn and a variety of 
food shonlii be the rule in wiDter. 

A famous painter was once asked how 
he mixed his paints to secure such mar- 
velous results on his canvas and his re- 
ply was, “With Brains, sir.” Wherever 
results are obtained that are worth while 
they represent vigorous mental effort. 
Some people think there is little to be 
knowD about cows and tbsir handling. 
The average of cow intelligence in Kan- 
sas is not far from 100 pounds of butter- 
fat per year. The “knowing how” which 
would mean the mixture of some mental 
effort with the feed and care would mean 
another 100 pounds from the same cow. 
—Kansas Farmer.

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This is the time i>f year when poultry 
shows, poultry news, anil poultry adver- 
tising have had their effect upon a great 
many people who are now spending their 
days and nights in thinking, talking and 
dreaming of poultry. The poultry fever 
w ill have risen to unwholesome heights 
w iih some and can be cooled only bv ex- 
perience. Before rushing in a new busi- 
ness, it is wisest to take counsel with 
those who khow something of it. There 
are two pitfalls for the beginner. One is 
that of believing the most extravagant 
possibilities for riches. The other is in 
listening to the stories of obstacles 


Shoe Industry. 

The boot and show trade improves but 
slowly, yet general indications point to- 
ward a healthy if not an increased busi- 
ness. Buyers have placed good-sized 
orders here for medium-grade men's wear 
for spring delivery, and the higher grades 
have been receiving enough attention, so 
tiiat plants are more busily employed than 
they were a few weeks ago. In the man- 
ufacture of women’s goods the situation 
is not so active. New busiuess in staple 
goods Is scattered, although factories 
making velvet and other fabric-topped 
goods are more busy. All indications 
show that the expectations of a lively 
trade in white goods are not unfounded 
Large orders for white canvas boots are 
reported and a brisk trade is anticipated. 

Until recently there has been no in- 
creased activity in retail sales, hut the 
return of winter weather has stimulated 
the call for overshoes, rubbers and heavy 
goods. A continuance of such weather 
will be of great value to the trade, even 
though it be so late in the season. 

New business for fall is quiet. Sam- 
ples are being made and find purchasers, 
but the spring seasons seems to lie suffi- 
cient for the trade for the time being. 

On tlie whole there is a feeling of un- 
certainty caused by the inild winter 
weather heretofore, the mixed demand 
for new goods, with a marked tendency 
toward novelties, and the slow develop- 
ment of the fall season, samples for 
which are now in preparation. The fact 
that the prevailing demand is for novel- 
ties may have an effect on shapes and pat- 
terns for next season. The craze over 
fabrics helps to unsettle conditions. 

As a result of a conference between 
representatives of the shoe manufacturers 
and the last-makers, it practically lias 
been decided that fall styles will favor 
high toes in men’s shoes of medium grade 
with some high-grade goods of this style 
The short vamps will be retained. There 
will be some variation of shape for tin- 
trade in the South and West, where tastes 
of wearers differ somewhat from those of 
New England. Such designs as feature 
the high toe take slowly in certain local- 
ities and it requires education and several 
seasons to introduce them. Fashions and 
tendencies may change in New England: 
but the high toe will remain a feature for 
some time. 

A final decision regarding the shape of 
women's shoes has not been reached. The 
increased sphere of activity of women has 
caused an adoption or adaptation of t he 
shapes of men’s shoes and it is natural 
that there should be a tendency toward 
the high toe in the future designs of 
women’s wear. 

Manufacturers concede that they have 
shortened the forepart of women’s shoes 
about as far as it is possible, so the next 
move will naturally be the reverse ar.il 
vamps will become longer Meanwhile 
there will be a reasonable variety of pat- 
terns for both men and women, ranging 
from the pointed toe to that of the “rhi- 
noceros" type, making it possible to sup- 
ply almost any taste. 

The time was when the term “milliner)” 
was applied with reason to styles and me 
tions embodied in the shoes offered. To- 
day “upholstery" might be used with pro- 
priety for the patterns of shoes more and 
more are admitting fabrics of such a va- 
riety of texture that it would seem that 
the parlor furniture had been robbed to 
supply the tops of women's shoes. To 
can vas and silk, has been added satin, 
then velvet and cordnroy, ami these, em- 
broidered or beaded, have become elabor- 
ate in appearance. There is hardly a tex- 
tile that is not liable to he found substi- 
tuting for leather, aud old familiar fabrics 
masquerade under new and flashy names, 
such as “crasbette,” “grass-cloth," and 
“cordette" which are really white canvas 
of fine weaves. 

By the use of these textiles the shoes 
have been made attractive and desirable 
though at the expense of durability, for 
there Is no textile that w ill wear as will 
leather. However, the initial cost is less 
and two pairs of clotli-topped may be 
used at the cost of one pair of leather 
shoes, which means more business done, 
for after all, some leather shoes must be 
included in the wardrobe. — Boston Trans- 
cript.

Add tionat Service Provided For En' 
tire Suburban District

The telephone company apparently has 
he, *n ea efully studying the effect of these 
various classes of new tales aud lias de- 
cided they need nineudiucut in order to 
l.e fully satisfactory, and has voluntarily 
recommended to the highway commission 
tlie re-establishment of the suburban dis- 
trict as a whole, aud two residence rates 
giving service throughout this district 
line of these rates is $(.") a year for a one- 
party line, and tin* other $::ii 11 year for a 
two-party line. Fader the old rates tlie 
charge for this service was ?.">4 and $12. 
They say it is impracticable to try to give, 
over such a large territory, with more tlii.n 
two parties on a line, the quality of serv- 
ice people In tills community demand; 
hence the limitation to one-party snd two- 
party lines. 

The letter of the company's counsel to 
tin- Massachusetts highway commission Is 

/#a-. fallows: 

Roston, Feb. 2. 1911 

Massachusetts State Highway Commission. 

15 Ashburton Place, Roston, Mass. 

Gentlemen: The new telephone rate* 

and-service schedule for the Roston and 
suburban district has now been in force 
about four months. Approximately HO per 
cent of the telephones In the district are 
now either being operated under the new 
schedule, or have been ordered transferred 
to tlie new schedule by the subscribers. 
Other changes are being ordered dally, and 
the plant is rapidly being put into condi- 
tion where it is hoped that orders ran 
from now on lie handled with less delay. 

Further study anil investigation during 
the lust month nud a half bus confirmed 
the company In the belief expressed to 
your I toard in December, t tin t tlie new 
schedule offers, nt equitable rates, suffi- 
cient and suitable classes of service to 
meet the varying legitimate requirements 
of all subscribers, both present and pros- 
pective— with one possible exception ill the 
suburban district. 

Although the district or zone service 
of the new- schedule is apparently better 
adapted to tin* needs of the majority of 
the subscribers in the suburban district, 
there are. nevertheless, a very substantial 
number of residence subscribers there who 
have comparatively little local use for 
residein-e service, but who, on the other 
hand, have one or two suburban exchanges 
outside tiieir local district which for social 
or family reasons they have been in the 
baldt of calling In tin* past with more or 
less frequency. A substantial number of 
these subscribers, unless they curtail the 
use of their trans-suburban calls, will ob- 
viously have the cost of their residence 
service materially, and from some points 
of view It might seem inequitably, in- 
crensed. 

The officers of the company feel that 
there is a substantial and legitimate de- 
iire for a commuted rate for such service 
by those who prefer it to the district 
service, aud accordingly have been en- 
deavoring for some time to find tlie fair- 
est solution of what is clearly no simple 
problem. 

If a rate for such service .-an be found 
which promises to lie reasonably fair lot 
only to the company and the subscribers 
who elect to take such service, but to the 
rest of tlie subscribers iu the territory ns 
well, It would seem as If such a serr i.-e 
should be nijded to tlie schedule. 

Of course In a rapidly growing multi- 
exchange territory such ns tlie suburbs of 
Boston no four-party line unlimited service, 
no matter how remunerative to the com- 
pany, can lie permanently retained in the 
Schedule without distinct unfairness to 
the rest of the subscribers, and without 
certainly and permanently preventing 
throughout the entire Roston aud suburban 
district the attainment of a reasonable 
standard of first class service which, after 
all, is tlie fundamental requisite to which 
all other considerations should eventually 
give way. 

This objection, of course, does not upply 
to oue ami two party line service, aud 
while other objections are likely to develop, 
they seem to be outweighed by the fact 
that apparently unless a residence service 
covering tlie entire suburban district is 
added to tbe schedule, many subscribers 
will he paying an ninouut for their resi- 
dence service seemingly disproportionate 
when compared witli the cost of their 
neighbors' service, whose use is largely 
local. 

The difficulty presents Itself, however, 

•f deciding what is a fair rate for an un- 
limited residence full siibtirl.au service on 
one and two party lines. The company's 
old rates for this servi- p were $54 and $12 
respectively, and wc believe that these 
rutes were reasonable and fair. The com- 
pany wishes to suggest the restoration 01

In the Matter of Locality. 

LAMENT OF A MAN WHO MOVED 


The Homesickness That Came With 

Working Uptown After Twenty 

Years of Routine Travel to and From 

and In the Downtown District. 

There are thousands and thousands 
r»f men iu New York city whose busi- 
ness has been eoufined to one district 
for twenty years or more, whose daily 
routine seldom fluctuates, who are 
punctual in tmvcliug by a certain 
train every day iu the week, who reach 
their offices, barring tie-ups. at a regu- 
lar hour aud take up their daily grind 
aud hold to it until the hour of closing. 

Many of these men unconsciously get 
to know and make friends of jieople 
whose names they never learn. They 
become attached to localities in n 
strange sort of way and do not realize 
how strong Is tlie attachment. Here 
Is the story of one of them into whose 
life there lias come a change through 
moving that startles and surprises 
him and throws a quaint light upon 
some of tlie city's people. 

“In the twenty years that I was 
downtown." the man said in telling his 
experience. “I was In the habit, weath- 
er permitting, of taking a walk after 
the luncheon hour every day in some 
street between City Hail and the Bat 
tery. I have footed every bit of un- 
built ground in that territory. What 
marvelous changes have come in those 
twenty years! How many signs on 
buildings have changed In that time! 
How many houses have been pulled 
down! How many new ones have gone 
up, some of them towering skyward, 
fo take the places of the landmarks? 

“I got to know the lower end of 
town so well I could shut my eyes and 
make a mental picture of many of the 
blocks and see the names on the build- 
ings. If I wanted any article, from 
shoelaces to anything elaborate, I knew 
exactly where to gpt them. If some 
particular dish were desired I knew 
where it could be served and Just what 
it would cost. 

“A great city never stands still It 
is as restless ns the great deep. But 
the man who becomes a part of it 
does not think until he gets away from 
the part of it where he has done busi- 
ness what tlie changes nre. When I 
began my strolls there were no t tin 
nels tinder the two rivers. In the 
years that have drifted away great 
bridges have been constructed be- 
tween Manhattan and Long Island. 
It does not seem long since I used to 
hear the restless puff of the coal fed 
locomotives of the elevated system, 
yet so gradually did the old order pass 
thnt I do not distinctly recall when 
the present system was Installed. 

“The changes that took place In 
business firms were interesting. Many, 
many times I have seen the name of 
the man who established a trade taken 
down and thnt of his son or sons fake 
Its place. So frequently were the 
same people met in the same place 
and at the same hour that we nodded 
as we passed, although none of us 
knew the name of the nodder. 

“Not long ago the business with 
t/fldch I am connected made a jump 
uptown. Never until I took my traps 
Uptown had I any occasion to walk in 
the street where our new building 
stands. The flrst day I went out to 
luncheon I had to search for n res 
taurnnt. It seemed odd. I saw peo- 
ple I never saw before. I read signs 
one of my fool habits — I never rend 
before. Many of the vehicles that 
passed were quite unlike those I used 
to see downtown. 

"1 had to change my hour nnd route 
for coming to business. For awhile I 
had to watch thg street signs to know 
where to get oft. How I missed the 
familiar call of tlie guard of the car 
for I always came down in the same 
car In the makeup of the elevated 
train— the one I always boarded at 
the same hour. 

“And that makes me think. I came 
to know by their faces most of the 
passengers who* boarded that train at 
my station. I knew where most of 
them got off. Now that I am In new 
quarters in a new section I miss all 
these jieople with whom I traveled for 
years. Do they miss me. I wonder? 

“And the many whom I came to 
know downtown— how they will be 
missed! There is tlie old street preach- 
er who used to stand on a soap box 
near Wall street or on the stone steps 
of the custom house and talk to people 
in the summer days nnd again in the 
days thnt betokened the coming of au- 
tumn. Then there were the Lenten 
days when I spent a part of my hour 
at Trinity or in old St. Paul’s. I came 
to know the regular attendants on 
those service® so that the strangers 
became conspicuous. There are no 
street preachers iu the new district to 
which I have gone. I wonder why 
the middle district of the great city 
doesn't need spiritual direction as well 
■s the downtown districts. 

“And ho it seems sometimes thnt I 
ant In a new town, among new people, 
seeing new buildings, reading new 
signs, hearing new voices, but all In 
the same old New York. And when I 
think of the old walks I have taken 
downtown, the old buildings that 1 
passed so often that they became as 
familiar as the faces I met and never 
knew by name, of the strolls along 
the two rivers, of the craft T saw so 
often coming and going- when I fhintt 
of nil these there comes over me that 
sort of feeling that a boy has when he 
misses his mother. I think It ia called 
homesickness.”— New York Press. 


A SKILLFUL SHOT. 

Th. Way to Bring Down an Overhead 
Incoming Bird. 

One of the cardinal rules of the old 
time shooting school cautioned the 
gunner against ever trying to stop an 
overhead incoming bird, but to wait 
until it had passed by and to the rear 
and then take chauces on what is un- 
doubtedly the harder shot of the two. 

It is surprisingly how difficult it is 
for some sportsmen to successfully 
score on their Incoming birds. Many 
who can seemingly cope with game in 
any other mode of flight will habitual- 
ly balk at this shot and acknowledge 
their inability to make it. 

Yet once its principle lx understood 
and the lesson learned the dropping 
of an overhead incomer Is as easy as 
anything can well be. The miss is al- 
ways made by the sportsman shoot- 
ing under and behind tlie bird, and 
there Is but one way in which the er 
ror is to be avoided. 

To make tlie shot the gunner should 
wait until the bird Is about to pass 
over him. then, bringing up bis gun. 
follow iu from behind, cover the bird 
nnd swing In ahead of It and. main 
taining the same rate of speed, press 
the trigger the instant the bird is hid- 
den behind the barrels. Do not stop 
the swing of the gun and be sure the 
bird shall have disappeared from 
sight. If the shooter will observe this 
rule he will be surprised how easily 
and invariably he yr.UI kill his bird.— 
Recreation.

THEY EAT NO BREAD. 

Places X/Vhere the Poorer People Hav* 
to Use Substitutes. 

Tlu-ro nrf run ions wherein the poor- 
,*;• , lassos or peasantry eat little or C" 
bread. Baked loaves of bread are 
praetieally unknown in many parts of ! 
southern Austria aud Italy and i 
throughout the agricultural distriets of 
Koutiuinia. 

It Is said that In the village of the 
Oberstelermark. not far from Vienna, 
bread is never seen, the staple food 
being sterz. a kind of porridge made 
from ground beeeh nuts, taken at 
breakfast with fresh or curdled milk, 
at dinner with broth or fried lnrd nnd 
with milk agnln for supper. This dish 
is also known as heiden nnd takes the 
plnee of bread not only In the A us- | 
trian district named, but In C’arinthia 
and in many parts of the Tyrol. 

In northern Italy the peasants affect 
a substitute for bread railed polenta, 
a porridge made of 1 tolled grain, l’o- 
lenta Is not. however, allowed to 
"granulate." like Seoteh porridge or 
like the Austrian sterz. but Is boiled 
into a solid pudding, which Is cut up 
nnd portioned out with n string. It Is ! 
eaten cold as often ns It Is hot nnd Is , 
in every sense the Italian's dally 
bread. 

A variation of polenta called mamn- 
llga Is said to be the favorite food of 
the poorer classes In Roumanla. Ma- 
nia llgn is like polenta in that It Is 
made of Indled grain, but It Is unlike 
the latter In one Important respect— 
the grains are not allowed to settle 
Info a solid mass, but nre kept dis- 
tinct. after the fashion of oatmeal 
porridge.— New York Herald. 

COMPRESSED ICE. 

Sinl<« In Water and Crumble* Into 

Powder When Warmed. 

All know that ordinary Ice will float 
Tills relative lightness of Ice with re 
spect to water is due to expansion of 
the water nt the moment of freezing. 
If water is frozen under Immense 
pressure it semns that this expansion 
Is prevented and ice heavier than wa- 
ter is produced. 

G. Tamilian has prepared this modi- 
fication. which he calls Ice III., ns 
follows: lie compressed water to H.ntlO 
kilograms (<>.•'. 14 pounds, and cooled 
It in solid carbon dioxide snow and 
finally in Ii.|iiid air. Under these con- 
ditions a colorless, transparent ice Is 
formed. It is much denser than ordi- 
nary ice and heavier than water; enn- 
sc.iuently It sinks when placed In wa- 
ter. Ice III is very unstable, and on 
slight warming It swells out and 
breaks up into a dense white powder. 
The volume of the resulting powder 
Is apparently f..ur to eight times that 
of the original Ice. This powder form 
e.l by file breaking up of the dense 
form Is nothing more than ordinary 
lee in the form of fine crystals, which, 
of course, on further worming melt at 
zero degrees centigrade. 

Experiments on Ice III. show that It 
Is Impossible to obtain It l.y separa- 
tion from water at atmospheric pres 
sure nnd then suddenly cooling. There 
would never be a possibility of tills 
unstable form of solid water being 
formed In nature.— New York Tribune 

NORTH MAGNETIC POLE. 

't Is Not a Stationary Point, but Is 
Constantly Shifting. 

Only the exports understand that the 
north pole and the north magnetic pole 
are two entirely different things. As a 
matter >.f fact, there are few localities 
on the earths surface where the coin- 
pass points due north. The reason is 
because the m>rth magnetic pole or 
urea lies in the vicinity of King XX'il- 
I l:i til’s Land, just off the arctic coast 
t.f North America, in Bothnia. XVhen 
this magnetic |m. 1 o is between us and 
the north pole the compass (M.ints due 
north. As we go either east or west 
from this line It Is easy to see that 
the compass Is off to a certain degree 
If we were to travel north of the mag 
uetlc |H.le the needle would point 
south: west of It the needle would 
point east. Sir James Boss in lisil 
located the north magnetic pole ap- 
proximately at a point up in Bothnia. 
In l'.H.:t Captain K'.ai.l Amundsen in 
the ship Gjoa set out on a three years' 
expedition, relocated the magnetic 
pole and made the “northwest pas 
sage" for which mariners have striven 
since the days of Henry Hudson Ter- 
restrial magnetic force is different In 
ever} - part of the earth's surface and 
Is not always the same at a given 
point.

Amundsen post 
ed himself near the sent of the mag 
nolle power and for nineteen months, 
day and night, with his party, took 
readings of their Instruments, both in 
clluation and declination. lie also 
made short excursions into tho region 
of the magnetic pole and was able by 

the aid of the declination observations 
to prove that the magnetic north pole 
does not have a stationary situation, 
but Is continually moving. But the 
general location Is where Sir James 
Ross first lind the honor to place it.— 
Chicago Tribune.

Unde Sam’s Cats. 

The government maintains and pro- 
vides for numerous cats. The array has 
its regular corps of them, kept at the 
commissary depots of the great cities and 
each draws regular pay equal to £18.25 a 
year. 

It is customary for the otllcer in charge 
of each depot to submit to the War De- 
partment a request for an allowance for 
so many cats, and the regulations pro- 
vide that meat shall be purchased for 
them at a price not greater than 5 cents 
a pound: to these rations a stated amount 
of canned milk is added for variety. 

It has been proved by experiment that 
no matter how good the cats are as hunt- 
ers, nor how abundant the mice, no eat 
thrives properly on a diet of unmitigated 
mouse; nor does it neglect its duties when 
other food is provided- Bids for the cat’s 
meat are regularly posted, calling for 
“fresh beef suitable for feeding cats, 
bone to be excluded, to be delivered at 
the contractor's place of business on such 
days as may be designated, and in snch 
quantities as may be required.” 

Many hundred cals are in the employ 
of the Post Office Department, distributed 
among about fifty of the largest offices. 
The New York office expends more than 
9C0 annually in cat’s meat. Most of the 
other large governmental buildings are 
supplied with cats. At the immense cold- 
storage depot in Manilla cats are most 
necessary. There were sent tnithcr some 
of the famous cold storage breed from 
Pittsburg. This breed originated In the 
great warehouses of a cold storage com- 
pany, and has developed special qualifica- 
tions for enduring extreme cold. Cold 
storage cats are short tailed, chnbby, 
with long and heavy fur, and their eye- 
brows and whiskers are extraordinarily 
long and strong. It is said that they do 
not thrive when transferred to an ordin- 
ary atmosphere.

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BOSTON LIGHT, 


NO and BRAINTREE DEPOT 


It Is Said to Be the Oldest Harbcr 
Beacon In America. 

Tiie outer light of Boston harbor is 
Boston light, eight miles below the 
city and at the very outer end of the 
channel that ocean liners follow. It 
stands on Little Brewster island, a 
pile i>f rocks partly grassed over in its 
gentle hollow on the sheltered side. 
Three families live here— those of the 
head keeper and Ills two assistants. 
In all the inhabitants number a dozen 
souls. 

The light itself is said to be the old- 
est in America, built in 1715 by the 
government of England. It Is of 
rougli bowlder stone, hooped with 
iron bands, and its lean, whitewashed 
form is a landmark and seamark far 
and wide. 

A rustic iron railway for carrying 
coal leads up from the waterside to 
the engine house, where is an engine 
and boilers in which steam is kept up 
coutinualiy to operate the siren fog 
horns. Their great trumpet-like forms 
protrude through the wall of the build- 
ing on the seaward side. In foggy 
weather one can hear from the open 
windows the faroff mooing of the fog- 
horn on tiie Boston lightship, seven 
miles away, as the keepers on the 
lightship can hear this one at Boston 
light. 

An old cannon lies on tiie ground 
near the lighthouse. It was provided 
by the Cunard Steamship company be- 
fore the foghorn was installed to give 
signals. It is unused now. But in 
addition to the great revolving light 
in the tower there is a set of red and 
white range lights that give tiie loca- 
tion of anchorage for vessels in the 
channel. If they see red it means 
that they are out of their proper loca- 
tion. but If white they are safe.— New 
York Mail.

Shoe Industry. 

Uncertainty and unrest mark the situa- 
tion of the hoot and shoe trade. .Manu- 
facturers of staple goods are not receiv- 
ing the orders they should at this time, 
and their business is very unsatisfactory 
They are tumble to anticipate the w ants 
of the market, for staple goods are not 
desired as a>'e novelties, and while the run 
for novelties will continue for some time, 
the trade must come hack to staple lines 
and distributers are not ready to do much 
with them at present. A few orders for 
piecing nut stocks ate received from day 
to day, hut the demand for men's heavy 
or medium weight lines is very quiet. 

Those producing higher grade goods j 
are better situated, being fairly well pro- j 
vided with orders; and those mannfactur- ! 
i rs making freaks and novelties have all j 
the work they can do. Samples for next | 
season have been selling well, wholesalers I 
having disposed of all they took. 

A very moderate business exists in wo- J 
men’s staple lines, a few orders by mail 1 
come in, and salesmen who are going 
over their ground again are picking up I 
some business, hut there is not enough in | 
the aggregate to make as much work for ; 
the plants as should lie expected at this 
time of year. 

The peculiarity of the situation at pres- ] 
ent is the way the business thrives in . 
spots. Some plants are driven, even to | 
capacity, but these are the makers of 
such novelties as have happened to catch ' 
; a popular fancy. In this fancy, the fab- 
ric topped lines predominate, and the craze 
seems to lie spreading. It is not surpris- 
ing, therefore, that manufactures who 
have confined their efforts to staple lcath- 

! 

ers, are feeling dissatisfied over the sit- 1 
. nation. At the same time their exists a 
firm belief that a better condition will he 
evolved. 

The popularity of lans for both men 
and women seems to he on the increase. ■ 
More have been worn this winter than 
ever before, a condition for w hich gener- 
ally mild weather is pnrtically responsible. 1 
j The general taste of women wearers is 
for better boots, those with fourteen 
. buttons being in good demand. In men’s 
wear the balmoral lace boot is popular in 
t good quality lines, while the button hoots 
are In demand in the cheaper goods. 

| Those manufacturers w ho are produc- 
ing the fabric-topped loots for women , 
1 are looking forward to supplementary 1 
: sales in the early spnng. Salesmen will I 
lie sent out for that purpose, atnl where- j 
ever dealers did not take full quantities of ; 
spring goods in their initial orders— and i 
| there have been many — it is expected that ! 
they will he ready to do more business I 
when the salesmen vail on them From' 
now until the Easter sales begin it is ex- | 
pcctcd that the silk, and velvet, satin and 
corduroy goods w ill he kept before the 
| public as much as possible.

The enthusiastic response 
to the call for Stew ards, the total asked 
for having been obtained, and the interest 
which is being shown, gives everyone 
confidence in its success. 

To give a lifelike character to the Ex- 
position, the Stewards are to wear the 
native dress or costume of the people 
they impersonate. These range from 
American Indian* and cowboys, to Arabs, 
Chinese, Brahmins, aud native Africans. 
While the costumes may he purchased 
for a small amount, the demand for pat- 
terns indicates that nearly every costume 
will be made at home. The Stewards 
are to perform their service at the Ex- 
position in relays of two hours or more a 
week, four hundred to five hundred being 
on duty at a time. In March, elaborate 
timetables will he made out, showing 
the exact days and hours each Steward is 
to serve. 

The training of the Stewards is to quali- 
fy them to intelligently answer question 4 
and to explain the ineaniDg of all that the 
throBgs of visitors will see. Such an op- 
portunity to exploit the great Christian 
enterprise of missions has never before 
presented itself ia America. The Stew- 
ards are impressed with the responsibil- 
ity of the part they are to take in the 
Exposition and the managers of the great 
enterprise are predicting that there will 
result great accession to the ranks of ac- 
tive workers in the churches of Boston 
and vicinity.

Well, I got under way with my exer- 
cises when I saw that my audience 
was excited; conversation dropped into 
a whisper, then ceased; word passed 
from one to another, and one by one 
the occupants of tlie room quietly left. 

I feared that they were offended aud 
wanted to call them back and apolo- 
gize. Just then my dragoman entered, 
laughing. 

“What has happened?” I asked. 

He laughed the harder as he replied: 

“The Kurds think you are practicing 
devotional religious exercises, anil they 
retired under the impression that you 
would regard their presence as an in- 
trusion.” 

Invisible Indians. 

All Indians seem to have learned a 
wonderful way of walking unseen, 
making themselves invisible like cer 
tain spiders, which, in case of alarm, 
caused, for example, by a bird alight- 
ing on tiie bush their webs are spread 
upon, immediately bounce themselves 
up and down on their elastic threads 
so rapidly that only a blur is visible. 
The wild Indian power of escaping 
observation, even where there is little 
or no cover to hide in, was probably 
slowly acquired in hard hunting and 
fighting lessons while trying to ap- 
proach game, take enemies by surprise 
or get safely away when compelled to 
retreat. And this experience transmit- 
ted through many generations seems 
at length to have become what is 
vaguely called instinct.— John Muir in 
Atlantic. 

An Elusive Water Lily. 

Tlie water lily of the Amazon has 
very elusive habits. The buds open 
twice, the first time just a chink at 
tlie tip in tlie early sunrise hours, a 
sort of premonitory symptom. On the 
following evening it spreads its four 
sepals with such alacrity that you can 
see them move. But the big white bud 
among them remains unchanged until 
4 o'clock iu tlie morning, when it hur- 
riedly spreads its blossom wide ojien. 
remaining In this condition only half 
an hour. Within the hour it has near- 
ly closed, and by another hour aud a 
half the entire flower has been drawn 
tinder water by the coiling of the stalk. 

Diamonds. 

Diamonds were first brought to Eu- 
rope from the east, where the mine 
of Sumbulpoor was the first known. 
Golcondn, liow in ruins, was once a 
celebrated diamond mart. The mines 
of Brazil were discovered in 1728 and 
for a long time furnished most of the 
diamonds of commerce. In 1807 dia- 
monds were discovered in Cape Colo- 
ny, anil in 1870 the wonderful finds in 
the Transvaal were made which re- 
sulted in the immense fortunes of the 
late Cecil Rhodes and others. Most 
of the diamonds of the world are now 
furnished by the South African fields. 
—New York American.
